Moisture Left By Snow And Rain 


Consoling To Nebraskans 


Nebraskans were still digging out early Wednesday 


from a fierce storm of snow, sleet, rain and wind which 
dumped up to 12 inches of snow in areas, heavy rain 
in others and brought strong drift-piling winds. 


Snow, drifting to five-foot depths, 


isolated 17 towns from Grand Is- 
land northwestward to Chadroo 
after Monday night's and Tues- 
djj 's storm. 


But in spite of the fact that the 


rougher elements of the 
storm 


churned slowly northward into the 
Dakotas, the McCook area was 
it:!l paralyzed early Wednesday. 


The state Highway Department 


said road crews were waging a 
.stiff battle to keep roads open.

Moisture 
Said Not 
Enough 


Drought Area 
Requests Stand 
Crop experts agreed Tues- 


day that although the preci- 
pitation the state received 
wasn't enough to help the 
subsoil moisture nruch, it 
certainly was a step in the 
right direction. 


County agents in the two Nebras- 


ka counties which have requested 
Federal drought disaster »id both 
said the rain would not change the 
requests for help, 


Harold J. Foster, Greeley County 


Agent, said his county received an 
average of about one inch of rain, 
but that it was "just a drop in the 
bucket." He said 
the county's 


wheat "took an awful beating in 
the las* week" and only time j§ilJ 
tell whether it will recover. 


Everett Crocker, Pierce County 


Agent, said his county received 
from three-Quarters of an inch to 
two inches of rain. "Farmers who 
were lucky enough to get in cat; 
before the rail should have smiles 
on their faces," he said. But he 
said the subsoil moisture was still 
extremely low. 


Kenneth E. Logan of the State- 


Federal Division of Agricultural 
Statistics said the rains soaked the 
areas needing it most — eastern 
and central Nebraska. 


He also said the rains wouldn't 


help the subsoil moisture much but 
that they did relieve the "critical" 
situation at the present time. The 
areas which received snow will not 
receive as much benefit as those 
•which received rain, particularily 
if there is much drifting, he added. 


Logan said livestock care a n d 


feed problems may develop in 
areas which received much snow. 


He said the moisture will also: 


help germinate s p r i n g planted 
grains and legumes, give pastures 
a start, wash dust from grass and 
roughage to make feed more pala- 
table and cut down respiratory dis- 
eases in livestock, »nd boost sag- 
ging morale of farmers.

Tuesday at McCook. A United Air 
Line spokesman said flights were 
not stopping at North Platte for 
a while Tuesday. Train schedules, 
however, seemed unhampered by 
the storm. A CB&Q spokesman 
said trains Tuesday were running 
on schedule. 


Light snow which continued fall- 


ing Tuesday night at M c C o o k , 
Grand Island, Imperial and Kear- 
ney was dropped from Wednes- 
day's forecast. 


The forecast called f o r highs 


Wednesday ranging from the 40s 
in the east to the 50s in the west. 


Wednesday was to be a partly 


cloudy day with diminishing winds. 


Storm Effects 


Besides the snow in the west 


and southwest, freezing rain and 
sleet combined with 60 to 70 mile 
w i n d s snapped communication 
lines into Valentine. The town, 
however, maintained radio contact 
with the help of the Civil Air 
Patrol. Schools throughout north 
central Nebraska were closed. 


Northwestern Nebraska 
w a s 


drenched by 
heavV wind-driven 


rains ranging up to two inches. - 


A tornado ripped up farm build- 


ings near Auburn in southeastern 
Nebraska. No one was injured. 


One Death 


At least one traffic death, in 


Dawson County, was blamed on 
the weather. 


Schools in the Broken Bow area 


were closed. A 60-voice Hastings 
College choir was marooned there 
overnight. 


In Lincoln a duststorm, pushed 


by winds gusting at 75 mph pre- 
ceded a substantial rain of .72 
inch. Omaha received a good soak- 
ing of .61 inch 


Temperatures around the state, 


although not severely low, showed 
marked contrast to the previous 
spring-like weekend. 


Omaha, with 55 topped the state 


readings Tuesday. Lincoln record- 
ed a 47. Elsewhere the 
highs 


ranged in the 30s.

The nation's second outbreak 


of tornadoes and other destructive 
winds in two days tore into 10 
states Tuesday, leaving a known 
toll of 37 dead, 246 injured and 
property damage in the millions. 


The count for Monday and Tues- 


day combined was at least 47 dead 
and 276 injured. 


Indications were that the cas- 


ualty list would grow as rescue 
workers dug further into ruins 
of battered urban and rural areas 
stretching from the Southland into 
the Great Lakes region. 


The 
Boston 
Weather Bureau 


said severe thunderstorms fore- 
cast for New England might be 
the "first lead up" to a tornado 
in that region. 


Lower Michigan suffered 
the 


most devastating blow in the fresh 
chain 
of • death-dealing weather 


Tuesday afternoon and night. Tor- 
nadoes there killed at least 20 
and injured more than 150. 


The new storms c a m e on the 


heels of tornadoes and dust-driv- 
ing winds which took 10 lives in 
the Southwest overnight. 


An estimated 50 persons were 


injured by t h e twisters which 
struck Oklahoma a n d 
Kansas 


Monday night and before dawn 
Tuesday. 


Tornadoes

winds also punched Wisconsin, Io- 
wa, Nebraska, Indiana, Mississip- 
pi, Tennessee, Arkansas and Ken- 
tucky.

WISCONSIN — Two communities 


in central Wisconsin, Berlin and 
Bancroft, were dealt crunching 
blows. A series of smaller torna- 
does was reported in western Wis- 
consin, where r;ver* swollen by 
rain and the melting of * heavy 
snow cover threatened to get out 
of bounds. 


Six of the dead were at Berlin, a 


city of about h.OOO. The twister 
smashed into the city and oassed 
less than a block from the high 
school where 400'youngsters were 
attending classes. It crumbled the 
Sands Knitting Mills plant where 
about 90 employes were working. 
Many of them were injured, but 
all escaped death. 


MICHIGAN-Police reported at 


least 30 persons killed in the west- 
ern section of the state. Reports of 
injuries varied up to 150 persons. 
Thirteen were reported killed in 
the town of Hudsonville. The Na- 
tional Guard sent SO vehicles to 
help out.

City.

line with recent recommendations 
to the same effect by the U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service and by the Na-

Foundation 
for 
Infantile 


Paralysis. 


The committee also recommend- 


ed that when two-thirds of the es- 
timated 333,000 persons in the age 
1-10 and pregnant women catagory 
have received two Salk shots that 
the age limits be changed to in- 
clude all children from 1 through 
14 years of age. 


Dr. Rogers estimated the twa- 


thirds mark would be reached 
"within one month." He said a*Mt 
half of the persons in this catagory 
have now received two shots. 


Dr. Rogers estimated there are 


more than 424,000 persons in the 
1-14 and pregnant women category 
in Nebraska.

It swept nine pe 
destrians into a 10-foot deep build- 
ing excavation in the heart of the 
Loop. All were hospitalized. At Jo- 
liet, west of Chicago, the airport 
wind measuring device was blown 
away after clocking winds of 95 
m.p.h. The roof of a hangar was 
blown off. Three light planes on 
the field were overturned and nine 
in the hangar were shot through 
with holes from bricks that blew 
like cannonballs. At Ottawa, in 
Northern Illinois, a violent wind- 
storm damaged a half dozen farm 
buildings. 


Overnight tornadoes hit more 


than two dozen towns in Oklaho- 
ma, Kansas, Missouri and Nebras- 
ka. 


Tornadoes killed -five persons in 


Oklahoma and two in Kansas 
Three others were killed in traffic 
accidents when the same weather 
disturbance set off a blinding dust 
storm in Texas Monday.

WASHINGTON m — A middle- 


aged woman v i s i t o r Tuesday 
set a fire in the Red Room of the 
White House and four more in the 
adjacent Executive Office Building. 
The Secret Service said she was 
apparently not lucid 


The fires were quickly smoth- 


ered. 


The incidents were announced at 


a joint news conference by White 
House Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty and U. E. Baughman, 
chief of the Secret Service. 


Hagerty said the woman gave 


her name as Mrs. Julia M. Chase, 
and said she came to Washington 
Tuesday, but was unable to say 
where she came from. 


The woman toured the White 


Souse public rooms Tuesday morn- 
ing in company with hundreds of 
other Easter week visitors. 


Hagerty described the woman 


as apparently "not quite lucid." 


Hagerty 
and Baughman 
said 


that in all five cases the fires were 
quickly put out by guards and that 
there was no damage. 


They said the woman was de- 


tected setting the fifth fire in the 
Executive Office Building, across 
the street from the White House.

Something Jack Chase, Nebraska's 
Second 


District congressman, not a candidate for re- 
election, said in Omaha on the opening day of 
the work week makes so much sense.

"rigid or flexible price 
supports." Mr. Chase is 
a partisan, a staunch, de- 


voted Republican. But it would appear that 
even as a partisan he has come to the con- 
clusion there are certain responsibilities which 
have to be net above and beyond party ties. 
"We have to make up our minds whether to save 
the small farmer (he defined a small farmer as 
one with 400 to 500 acres) or let him go down 
the drain. If we are to preserve him, we must 
take care of him in times of acute need." It 
is not necessary to subscribe to Mr. Chase's 
definition of a small farmer to agree with him 
as a matter of principle. These are the days 
of change in America. Nowhere has change been 
more pronounced than out on the farm in the 
shift from the family-sized operation to large 
or huge-scale farming. We hope the day never 
comes when it will be necessary to have be- 
tween 400 and 500 acres in order to operate 
profitably. That size farm would call for such 
an impressive investment for any young couple 
planning to become farmers and at the same 
time hesitant to go so deeply m debt. We are 
talking of the young farmer ambitious to own 
the land and to equip it.

It ts an encouraging thing to discover that 


Jack Chase is impressed more with preserving 
the small fanner than be is with following the 
administration's line on a farm program. Mr. 
Chase knows that the farm program developed 
by Secretary Benson is a Hat repudiation of the 
Pledge given by President Eisenhower in a 1952 
Minnesota speech.

over some of the vast water developments for 
which Uncle Sam paid and to work out an arrange- 
ment whereby the state and federal government 
will jointly finance other huge projects con- 
structed for the purpose of averting flood damage 
of the nature that took place last December. It is 
a case of the big getting bigger. California con- 
tinues to grow more rapidly than any other state 
in the Union and not a little bit of that growth 
can be attributed to the money that Uncle Sam 
has spent or is spending in development of 
California resources.

when its decision can be expected " 


Another (we months passed and 


still there was no word from Ben- 
son on the outcome of his appeal 
to Brownell. In desperation Foun- 
tain wrote to Brownell directly, de- 
manded to know the reason for the 
delay.

15. in which Brownell admitted for 
the first time that the Justice De- 
partment had made its ruling and 
was waiting to talk the matter OMT 
H ith Kenson.

W ASHINGTON — It w asn ’t an­ 
nounced, 
but 
S ec retary of A gri­ 
culture Benson and A ttorney Gen­ 
eral B row nell held a p riv ate hud­ 
dle the other day on 
the 
g reat 
cheese scandal. 
They discussed w hat to do about 
the $2,500,000 that the ag riculture 
dep artm en t p aid to the big cheese 
com p anies m erely for som e fast 
p ap er w ork. T heoretically , the gov ­ 
ern m en t bought cheese from the 
com p anies, then sold the s a m e 
cheese back a m onth la te r at a 
low er p rice. 
A ctually the cheese 
nev er 
left the co m p an ies’ w are­ 
houses. 
The whole tran sactio n w as re ­ 
p orted in this colum n Jun e 24, 19 55., 
A f t e r w a r d . 
C om p troller G en­ 
e ral Josep h C am p bell ruled th at 
the p ay m ents to the cheese com ­ 
p anies w ere ‘ unauthorized and im ­ 
p ro p e r." But Benson did little about 
it. He did not ev en an sw er queries 
from C ongressm an L. H. F ountain 
(D -N C), 
who 
w anted 
the m oney 
p aid back to the tax p a y ers. 
L ast July , Benson w as “ out of 
tow n’’ 
w hen 
C h airm an 
F ountain 
asked him to testify before his sub­ 
com m ittee on the cheese and b utte r 
tran sac tio n s. L a t e r , when the 
co m p tro ller g en eral issued his rul­ 
ing. 
t h e 
a g riculture dep artm e n t 
went 
ov er 
C am p bell’s 
head 
and 
ap p ealed to A ttorney G en eral H er­ 
b ert B row nell for a fresh decision. 
T hree m onths p assed w ithout any 
w ord from eith e r Benson or B row ­ 
nell. So finally R ep . F ountain sa t 
dow n and w rote his fifth letter to 
B enson, dem an din g to know why 
the m a tte r had been b rush ed aside. 
“ I would ap p reciate y our adv ising 
m e of the date w hen such a de­ 
cision can be e x p ec te d,” F ountain 
asked. 
A gain Benson failed to answ er. 
But a rep ly did com e from U nder­ 
se c re ta ry T rue D. M orse on Dec. 
7, 19 55, statin g that “ we hav e not 
. . . . been inform ed by (the J u s ­ 
tice) D ep artm en t as to the date 


when its decision can be ex p ected.” 


A nother two m onths p assed and 


still there was no w ord from Ben­ 


son on the outcom e of his ap p eal 


to B row nell. In desp eration Foun­ 


tain w rote to B row nell directly , de­ 
m anded to know the reason for the 
delay . He got an answ er. F e b rua ry 
15. in which Brow nell adm itted for 
the first tim e that the Justice De­ 
p artm en t had m ade its ruling and 
w as w aiting to talk the m atter ov er 
with Benson. Benson and Brownell 
did get together, but decided — to 
do nothing. 
Note—Benson has now m ov ed to 
assess a $200,000 fine on 281 fa rm ­ 
ers who raised w'heat outside their 
quotas. M eanw hile the cheese com ­ 
p anies keep th eir $2,500,000, ruled 
illegal by the com p tro ller g en eral.
